Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-1 6 (renumbered claims 1 -1 5) are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance for 
independent claim 2, the distinguishing feature is including both local and global flow in 
local area and global area, as well as calculation inertia and figure ground segregation 
in detecting the absence or presence of an object. These features in combination with 
other features are not taught in the prior art. 

Regarding independent claims 3, 5, 6, 9, 10, 12 and 13, The distinguishing 
feature is including both local and global flow in local area and global area, as well as 
calculation inertia and figure ground segregation in detecting the absence or presence 
of an object. These features in combination with other features are not taught in the 
prior art. Claims 4, 7-8, 11 and 14-15 depend on claims 3, 5, 6, 9, 10, 12 and 13. 
Therefore are also allowable. 

Regarding claim 16, the distinguishing feature is including local flow, a global 
area image processor for creating predictive image and figure ground segregation in 
detecting the absence or presence of an object. These features in combination with 
other features are not taught in the prior art.
